2* Make sure the address is COMPLETE, many delays are caused 
In Army mail by senders omitting name and number of unit. 


YOUR PARCEL MUST FACE 
THE RIGORS OF WAR . . . 

Your parcel must stand the weight of thousands more 
pressing down on it in the hold of a lurching ship at sea. 
It must stand rough transport, often under fire, over 
shell-torn roads. Pack your parcols in corrugatod con¬ 
tainers, wrap in several layers of heavy paper and tie 
with strong twine. 



2d H you are writing to a wounded man in hospital Overseas, 
write the usual COMPLETE address, then ADD Iho words "IN 
HOSPITAL" In large letters on the envelope. 


DON'TS for SENDERS: Don't pack matches or lighter 
fluids. Don’t send foods that can spoil. Don’t send 
liquids in cartons or glass. Don’t forget to affix com¬ 
pleted customs declaration. Don’t use "shoe boxes ", 
they crush easily .

Halifax. 

A thousand service men and worn-- 
on staff this paatal bu-se and claim 
the proud record of having always 
managed to clear every item of 
mall on the day it is received. In 
1944 over 30 mtilUon ordinary letters 
million air letters, three million 
airgraphs, 32 million lbs. of parcels 
and f*l-2 million lbs of tobacco 
gifts passed through this base as 
well aiJ 2 1-2 million tobacco labels, 
each one representing an order on 
overseas stock for 300 cigarette^

staciked from floor to codling, some 
of them damaged by breakage® in 
other Parcels, realize 'why people 
are asked to take extra care in 
packing the next gift of food and 
comforts ifor overseas.
